2. WESTERN SAMOAN DELEGATION EXPECTED ARRIVE NEW YORK 
DECEMBER 10 OR 11. 

3. HEAD OF DELEGATION WILL BE FORMER PRIME MINISTER TUPUA 
TAMASESE LEALOFI IV, WHO NOW SERVES AS DEPUTY HEAD OF STATE. 
TAMASESE WILL BE ACCOMPANIED BY TWO MPS, AS WELL AS THE 
PRESENT SECRETARY OF THE GOVERNMENT AND A FORMER SECRETARY 
OF THE GOVERNMENT. 

4. NEW ZEALAND’S MISSION DOES NOT KNOW IF WESTERN SAMOA 
INTENDS ESTABLISH PERMANENT MISSION TO UN. IN ABSENCE 
OF WESTERN SAMOAN REPRESENTATION IN US, NEW ZEALAND’S 
MISSION IS MAKING ARRANGEMENTS FOR TAMASESE’S VISIT 
AND HAS BEEN IN TOUCH WITH USUN REGARDING SECURITY 
ARRANGEMENTS. 
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
